The whole cham¬
ber, from the carpet to the ceiling, is in
much better taste, much more befitting a

high legislative body.

As I write,about two-thirds of the Sen¬
ators have gathered in. The last one is
Senator Baker, from Oregon, newly elect¬
ed, whose admirable-speech at Sari Fran¬
cisco you published not long since. He is
a noble looking man.having a fine pres¬
ence and is a real Roman of a looking Sen-
ator. He is tall and portly, slightly bald,
and his. hair ns white as snow, yet he is as
robust looking as a yonth, although' he is
fifty years of age. i'had tho pleasnre of a
long talk with him last night, in which lie
gave me a graphic account of his life in
California and Oregon, and his canvass in
the one (two years ago) for Congress, aud
his canvass in the other (last summer) for
U. S. Senator. He went to California,
from the Springfield District in Illinois.
